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ftnnual  Report  for  1909. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Rawmarsh  Urban 

District  Council, 


Gentlemen, — 

I  beg  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my  first  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  of  the  district  for  the  year  1909.  Although  I  was 
not  appointed  your  Medical  Officer  until  April,  I  have,  as  far  as 
possible,  included  in  my  report  the  whole  of  the  year  1909. 

I  am  pleased  to  say  that  the  death-rate  for  the  year  1909  is 
considerably  lower  than  that  for  1908,  although  it  is  higher  than 
in  1907,  a  year  of  exceptionally  low  death-rate. 

Calculated  on  the  deaths  registered  in  the  district,  the  death- 
rate  for  the  year  is  14.49  per  thousand  inhabitants,  against  17.11 
for  1908  and  13.42  for  1907. 

The  corrected  death-rate,  which  includes  the  deaths  of 
residents  of  the  Parish  occurring  in  institutions  outside  the 
district,  is  15.82  per  thousand  inhabitants,  against  18.55  for  1908 
and  14.55  for  1907.  The  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  was 

14.5,  the  lowest  ever  recorded. 

The  birth-rate  is  34.30  per  thousand  inhabitants,  against 
36.75  for  1908  and  35.91  for  1907.  This  is  the  lowest  birth-rate 
recorded  in  the  Parish  during  the  last  ten  years,  the  average  rate 
from  1899  to  1908  being  37.28.  There  is  unfortunately  a  similar 
tendency  to  be  observed  throughout  the  country.  The  birth-rate 
for  1908  was  36.75  per  thousand  inhabitants,  the  highest  recorded 
since  1903.  The  birth-rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1909  was 

25.6,  also  the  lowest  ever  recorded. 

On  examining  Table  YU.,  it  will  be  seen  that  an  unsatis¬ 
factory  feature  of  the' report  is  the  Infantile  Mortality,  159  per 
thousand  births  registered. 

Although  this  rate  is  the  lowest  recorded  during  the  last  ten 
years,  with  the  exception  of  the  years  1905  and  1907,  when  it  was 
150  and  147  respectively,  it  is  still  much  too  high.  The  rate  in 
1908  was  197;  in  that  year,  too,  the  birth-rate,  36.75,  was  con¬ 
siderably  higher.  The  Infantile  Mortality  for  England  and  Wales 
is  109,  the  lowest  ever  recorded.  An  effort  ought  to  be  made  to 
improve  the  conditions  of  infantile  life. 


You  have  had  pointed  out  to  you  on  many  occasions  the 
necessity  of  appointing  a  Lady  Health  Visitor  to  instruct  and 
encourage  mothers  in  the  best  possible  methods  of  nursing  very 
young  children.  In  securing  a  healthy  race  of  children  one  would 
see  an  improvement  in  the  statistics  of  the  district  generally.  I 
am  sorry  to  say  that  at  present  many  of  the  children  who  do 
survive  are  pale,  anaemic,  and  unhealthy  looking.  This  is  largely 
due,  in  my  opinion,  to  a  general  lack  of  appreciation  ol  the  laws 
of  health.  Very  young  children  are  kept  out  of  bed  till  midnight, 
taken  out  of  doors  on  shopping  expeditions  till  a  late  hour  in  the 
night  in  all  kinds  of  weather.  Large  fires  are  burning  in  the 
kitchens  where  many  of  the  children  spend  the  greater  part  of  the 
day.  They  are  then  taken  up  at  night  to  cold,  un ventilated  rooms, 
in  which  there  are  no  open  windows,  and  in  many  of  which  the 
fire  places,  too,  are  carefully  blocked  up  with  paper  or  rags.  I 
hear  very  many  complaints  about  bedroom  fireplaces.  When  I 
ask  why  they  are  blocked  up  in  this  way,  the  invariable  answer 
is:  “To  prevent  the  smoke  coming  down  from  the  next  door 
neighbour’s  house.”  In  cases  of  illness,  in  many  of  the  houses 
it  is  impossible  to  have  a  bedroom  fire  lit  for  the  same  reason.  If 
you  wish  to  rear  a  healthy  population,  as  every  self-respecting 
Health  Authority  must,  it  is  your  duty  to  enquire  into  and 
endeavour  to  remedy  those  conditions  of  child  life. 

The  people  must  be  educated,  and  in  my  opinion  the  best  way 
of  educating  them  is  to  obtain  the  services  of  a  well-trained  Health 
Visitor  of  agreeable  disposition. 

I  am  pleased  to  state  that  the  Zymotic  death-rate,  1.21  per 
thousand  inhabitants,  is  favourable  considering  the  fact  that  we 
have  had  an  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever,  with  a  considerable 
number  of  cases  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  during  the 
latter  half  of  the  year.  The  Zymotic  death-rate  for  England  and 
Wales  was  1.12;  for  the  smaller  towns,  1.08. 

HOUSES,  POPULATION,  &c. 

The  material  prosperity  of  the  Parish  does  not  continue  to 
improve  in  such  a  marked  way  as  in  1908 ;  37  new  houses  were 
built  and  occupied  in  Rawmarsh  and  16  in  Parkgate,  a  total  of 
53,  against  81  in  1908  and  43  in  1907.  Two  houses  were  pulled 
down  in  Rawmarsh,  18  were  pulled  down  in  Parkgate,  and  two 
were  voluntarily  closed,  so  that  there  were  really  at  least  four 
fewer  houses  occupied  in  Parkgate  during  1909  than  in  1908.  A 
survey  of  the  dwelling-houses  has  been  made  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector,  and  the  number  of  dwelling-houses  and  population  of 
the  separate  localities,  Rawmarsh  and  Parkgate,  given  in  the 
following  Tables,  are  based  on  that  survey.  The  population  to 
the  middle  of  1909  was  estimated  at  17,315,  and  I  estimate  the 
the  population  to  the  middle  of  1910  at  17,470.

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

BIRTHS. 

Five  hundred  and  ninety-four  births  (293  males  and  301 
females)  were  registered  during  the  year,  being  30  less  than  in 
1908  and  eight  less  than  in  1907.  This  gives  a  birth-rate  of  34.30 
per  thousand  inhabitants,  against  36.75  for  1908  and  35.91  for 
1907.  The  birth-rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  25.6  for  1909, 
the  lowest  ever  recorded. 

There  were  17  illegitimate  births  (8  males  and  9  females), 
against  23  in  1908  and  19  in  1907.

DEATHS. 

Two  hundred  and  fifty  one  deaths  (130  males  and  121  females) 
were  registered  in  the  district  during  the  year,  being  37  less  than 
in  1908  and  26  more  than  in  1907.  This  gives  a  death-rate  of 
14.49  per  thousand  inhabitants,  against  17.11  for  1908  and  13.42 
for  1907. 

Twenty-three  deaths  of  persons  belonging  to  the  Parish 
occurred  in  institutions  outside  the  district,  viz.,  8  in  Rotherham 
Workhouse,  10  in  Rotherham  Hospital,  3  in  the  West  Riding 
Asylums,  and  1  at  Blackpool,  making  a  total  of  274  deaths  for 
the  year,  and  equal  to  a  death-rate  of  15.82  per  thousand  in¬ 
habitants,  against  18.55  for  1908  and  14.55  for  1907.  The 
death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1909  is  14.5,  the  lowest  ever 
recorded. 

The  mortality  of  infants  under  one  year  is  38  per  1,000  births 
less  than  in  1908,  and  12  more  than  in  1907. 

Ninety-five  deaths  were  registered  against  123  in  1908,  equal 
to  a  mortality  of  159  per  1,000  births  registered,  against  197  in 
1908.  This  is  24  less  than  the  high  average  for  the  ten  years 
previous.  The  rates  for  the  separate  localities  are  146  in  Raw- 
marsh  and  168  in  Parkgate,  against  180  in  Rawmarsh  and  207 
in  Parkgate  for  1908. 

Of  the  17  illegitimate  children  born,  five  died,  which  equals 
an  infant  mortality  of  294  per  1,000  births,  against  260  in  1908. 
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The  causes  of  the  infantile  deaths  were  as  under,  and  for 
comparison  1  give  the  figures  for  1908.

Compared  with  1908,  the  decreased  infantile  mortality  is 
chiefly  due  to  a  less  number  of  deaths  from  Diarrhoea,  Whooping 
Cough,  Premature  Birth,  and  Wasting  Diseases.  There  is  a 
very  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  trom  tuber¬ 
cular  Diseases,  and  a  corresponding  decrease  in  the  number  ot 
deaths  from  Wasting  Diseases.  This  fact  is  probably  accounted 
for  by  the  fact  that  some  of  the  deaths  formerly  included  under 
the  term  “  Wasting  Diseases  ”  are  now  included  under  the  term 
“Tubercular  Diseases.” 

There  is  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  oi  deaths  Irom 
Enteritis,  Bronchitis,  and  Pneumonia. 

Twenty-eight  died  between  one  and  five  years  oi  age,  against 
44  in  1908  and  28  in  1907,  the  decrease  being  principally  in  deaths 
from  Measles  and  Diarrhoea. 

There  were  only  five  deaths  between  15  and  25  years  of  age, 
against  12  in  1908.  '  Between  five  and  15  years  of  age  14  deaths, 
against  12  in  1908. 

Between  25  and  65  and  from  65  upwards  there  were  respec¬ 
tively  86  and  46  deaths,  as  compared  with  78  and  46  in  1908. 
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The  increased  number  of  deaths  between  25  and  65  years  is 
largely  due  to  Accidents,  Cancer,  and  Pneumonia.  Thirty-one 
persons  died  upwards  of  70  years,  the  average  being  77  years. 

The  mortality  from  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  is  3.46  per 
thousand  inhabitants,  against  1.82  for  1908  and  2.02  for  1907. 
Out  of  a  total  of  60  deaths  from  these  diseases  32  occurred  under 
5  years  of  age,  11  from  Bronchitis  and  21  from  Pneumonia, 
against  9  and  17  for  1908. 

Compared  with  1908,  there  is  an  increased  Tubercular  death- 
rate.  Fifteen  persons  died  from  Phthisis  Pulmonalis,,  giving  a 
death-rate  of  .86  per  thousand  inhabitants,  against  1.23  for  1908 
ttnd  1.07  for  1907.  The  deaths  from  Phthisis  Pulmonalis  show  a 
decrease,  but  21  persons  died  from  other  TuberculaC  diseases, 
making  a  total  of  36,  against  29  for  1908.  Of  these  36  deaths,  20 
occurred  under  five  years  of  age.  The  total  death-rate  is  2.07  per 
thousand  inhabitants,  against  1.7  for  1908  and  1.49  for  1907. 

There  is  a  considerable  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  front 
the  principal  Zymotic  diseases,  21  being  recorded,  against  60  for 
1908  and  26  for  1907.  This  gives  a  Zymotic  death-rate  per 
thousand  inhabitants  of  1.21,  against  3.53  in  1908  and  1.55  for 
1907.  The  decrease  is  observable  in  Measles,  Whooping  Cough, 
Enteric  Fever  and  Diarrhoea. 

Seven  deaths  from  Measles,  none  from  Whooping  Cough, 
two  from  Diphtheria,  none  from  Enteric  Fever,  and  twelve  from 
Diarrhoea,  as  compared  with  19,  9,  none,  3,  and  27  respectively 
for  1908.  The  Zymotic  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  was 
1.12. 


Fifteen  Accidental  Deaths,  against  thirteen  in  1908,  were 
registered,  principally  from  colliery  accidents,  and  one  from 
Narcotic  Poisoning.

SICKNESS. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Twenty-five  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  21 
houses  in  Rawmarsh  and  44  cases  in  39  houses  in  Parkgate  were 
reported  during  the  year,  a  total  of  69,  against  21  in  1908.  No 
deaths  have  been  registered  as  due  to  this  disease.  Twenty-one 
cases  wrere  removed  to  the  Hospital  from  Rawmarsh  and  38  from 
Parkgate. 

The  majority  of  the  cases  occurred  in  the  latter  part  of  the 
year,  and  on  December  15th,  1909,  I  reported  as  follows  to  the 
Council.  A  copy  of  this  Special  Report  wras  forwarded  by  me  to 
the  Local  Government  Board  and  to  the  County  Council : — 
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Special  Report  on  an  Outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever  in 
Rawmarsh  and  Parkgate. 

December  15th,  1909.

Sir, — 

I  have  sent  the  following  Special  Report  to  the  Local 
Government  Board,  and  also  to  Dr.  Kaye,  of  the  County 
Council : — 

“  I  have  to  report  an  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  Raw¬ 
marsh  and  Parkgate.  The  disease  has  been  prevalent  for  a 
considerable  time  in  the  surrounding  districts.  The  type  is 
mild,  though  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  one  girl  who  died  a 
few  hours  after  being  seen  by  a  medical  man  probably  died 
of  Toxaemia  of  Scarlet  Fever  before  the  disease  had  time  to 
declare  itself.  This  girl’s  brother  developed  Scarlet  Fever  a 
few  days  after,  and  was  removed  to  the  Hospital.  There  is 
a  large  number  of  children  in  the  district  who  have  never  had 
Scarlet  Fever.  Some  of  the  parents  are  not  very  prompt  in 
sending  for  a  medical  man,  thereby  making  an  accurate 
diagnosis  sometimes  a  matter  of  difficulty.  Only  a  few  cases 
have  been  treated  at  home,  most  of  the  parents  being  willing 
to  allow  their  children  to  go  to  the  Hospital.  Immediately  a 
case  is  removed  to  the  Hospital  the  house  is  properly  cleansed 
and  disinfected.  There  have  been  only  a  few  instances  of  a 
second  case  in  one  house.  No  return  cases  from  the  Hospital 
have  occurred. 

“  Eighteen  of  the  cases  notified  have  been  under  five 
years  of  age,  and  five  of  14  years  and  over. 

Thirty  of  the  cases  have  occurred  amongst  girls  and 
24  amongst  boys. 

The  disease  is  distributed  over  Rawmarsh  and  Park- 
gate,  but  certain  schools  and  streets  claim  the  majority  of  the 
cases.  The  outlying  parts  of  the  Parish  seem  to  have 
escaped,  except  Ryecroft  and  Sandhill. 

“  Ash  wood  Road  Schools,  in  Parkgate,  and  Ryecroft 
Schools,  in  Rawmarsh,  claim  the  majority  of  the  cases.  In¬ 
quiry  has  been  made  into  the  milk  supply,  but  this  does  not 
appear  to  have  any  relation  to  the  epidemic. 

Cases  Notified. 

June. — The  first  case  occurred  on  June  3rd,  a  girl,  in 
Parkgate;  another  on  June  (3th,  in  Rawmarsh,  both 
girls  attending  different  schools  and  living  a  con¬ 
siderable  distance  from  one  another. 
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July  26th. — The  next  case  occurred  on  July  26th,  in 
Parkgate,  and  then  another  on  August  6th. 

June. — Two  cases  in  two  houses. 

July. — One  case. 

August. — Four  cases  in  four  houses. 

September. — Nine  cases  in  seven  houses. 

October. — Nine  cases  in  eight  houses. 

November. — Eighteen  cases  in  17  houses. 

To  December  14th. — Eleven  cases  in  nine  houses. 

Fifty-four  cases  have  been  notified  up  to  December  14th, 
of  which  22  have  been  in  Rawmarsh  and  32  in  Park- 
gate. 

Population  of  Rawmarsh,  estimated  to  the  middle  of 
1909,  6,930 ;  Ditto  of  Parkgate,  to  middle  of  1909, 
10,385;  total,  17,315. 

“  Forty-four  cases  have  been  removed  to  the  Hospital. 

“  I  have  not  yet  thought  it  necessary  to  advise  closure 
of  any  of  the  schools,  but  have  arranged  with  the  School 
Medical  Inspector  to  pay  a  visit  to  Ryecroft  and  Ashwood 
Road  Schools  next  week.

Dr.  Adams  and  I  afterwards  visited  the  schools  in  Ryecroft, 
and  as  a  result  of  our  visit  I  wrote  to  Mr.  Marshall,  Clerk  to  the 
Education  Committee,  as  follows  : — 

“  Mr.  Marshall,  Clerk  to  the  Education  Committee. 

“  Dear  Sir, — 

“  Owing  to  the  prevalence  of  Infectious  Diseases  in 
Rawmarsh  and  Parkgate  districts,  I  have  to  recommend  that 
all  the  schools  in  this  district  shall  have  a  thorough  cleansing 
with  soft  soap  and  water,  and  also  that  all  the  walls,  lfoors, 
slates,  blackboards,  desks,  etc.,  shall  be  thoroughly  dis¬ 
infected,  and  that  the  windows  of  the  schools  shall  be  kept 
open  during  the  Christmas  holidays. 

“  A  good  disinfectant  to  use  is  Izal  or  Cyllin,  one  or  two 
teaspoonsful  to  a  gallon  of  water.  This  should  be  sprinkled 
over  the  floors  and  sprayed  on  the  walls,  etc.,  and  allowed  to 
remain  for  24  hours  before  the  washing  is  done.  <  Slates 
should  be  steeped  in  disinfectant.’

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A  copy  of  this  letter  was  sent  by  me  to  your  Council  as  well 
as  to  Mr.  Marshall. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Sanitary  Committee  gave  permission  to 
at  once  procure  the  necessary  disinfectant  and  spray.  Some 
slight  delay  was  occasioned  by  holidays  at  works,  etc.,  but  the 
schools  principally  affected  were  thoroughly  sprayed  and  washed. 

The  walls  of  the  schools  are  distempered  ;  a  more  thorough 
and  frequent  cleansing  and  disinfecting  of  schools  could  be  done 
if  the  walls  were  painted.  This  is  a  matter  to  which,  in  my 
opinion,  too  little  attention  is  paid.  I  consider  that  the  school¬ 
rooms  are  not  sufficiently  ventilated  in  cold  weather. 

Two  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  reported  in  December,  after 
the  writing  of  this  Special  Report. 

The  following  Table  shows  the  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever  during  the  whole  of  1909,  and  their  distribution  as  to  time 
and  locality,  as  well  as  the  number  removed  monthly  to  the 
Hospital.

Measles. — This  disease  was  prevalent  in  the  earlier  part  of 
the  year,  and  also  in  the  latter  part.  The  type  was  not  very  seri¬ 
ous.  Seven  of  the  cases  proved  fatal. 

Diarrhoea. — Diarrhoea  has  not  been  so  prevalent  as  usual 
during  the  year.  The  lower  temperature  of  the  summer  and 
heavy  rains  would  assist  greatly  in  lessening  the  amount  and 
severity  of  this  disease.  Twelve  deaths  took  place  during  the 
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year,  of  which  eleven  were  under  one  year.  Five  of  the  deaths'- 
were  in  Rawmarsh  and  seven  in  Parkgate,  against  eight  and  nine¬ 
teen  respectively  in  1908. 

Enteric  Fever. — Four  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  were  notified, 
two  in  Rawmarsh  and  two  in  Parkgate,  against  nine  and  four 
respectively  in  1908.  None  of  the  cases  ended  fatally. 

Phthisis. — Eleven  cases  of  Phthisis  Pulmonalis  were  re¬ 
ported  by  the  Poor  Law  Authorities  under  the  Public  Health 
Tuberculosis  Order,  1908.  These  houses  were  visited;  pocket 
spittoons  and  disinfectants  were  supplied  and  renewed  as  required  ; 
bills  of  instructions  were  also  left.  Some  of  the  cases  were  in  a 
very  advanced  stage  of  the  disease. 

Diphtheria. — Nine  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  reported  during 
the  year,  against  eleven  Diphtheria  and  one  of  Membraneous 
Croup  in  1908.  Two  of  the  cases  occurred  in  Rawmarsh  and 
seven  in  Parkgate.  Two  of  the  cases  in  Parkgate  proved  fatal. 

Whooping  Cough. — This  disease  was  more  prevalent  in  the 
latter  part  of  the  year  ;  no  deaths  were  attributed  to  it. 

Erysipelas. — Thirty-one  cases  were  notified  during  the  year, 
eleven  of  which  were  in  Rawmarsh  and  twenty  in  Parkgate, 
against  ten  and  thirteen  respectively  in  1908.  Only  one  death  in 
Rawmarsh  was  attributed  to  this  cause. 

Influenza. — In  the  earlier  months  of  the  year  this  disease 
was  very  prevalent,  and  also  in  the  later  months  of  the  year. 
Three  deaths  in  Parkgate  were  directly  attributable  to  this  cause.

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WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  supply  has  been  abundant  during'  the  year,  except  at  Low 
Stubbin  and  Sandhill.  In  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  owing  to 
alterations  in  Rotherham  at  the  Boston  Park  Reservoir,  and  at 
the  Pumping  Station  in  Frederick  Street,  Rotherham,  there  have, 
I  believe,  been  no  complaints  from  these  districts  (Low  Stubbin 
and  Sandhill). 

The  quantity  of  water  received  from  Rotherham  for  1909  was 
105,580,920  gallons,  against  107,972,970  gallons  for  1908,  so  that 
there  were  2,392,050  gallons  less  water  received  in  1909  than  in 
1908.  There  are  recorded  through  Private  Meters  6,979,100 
gallons  less  than  in  1908. 

This  is  accounted  for  partly  by  discovery  of  leakages.  The 
Mexbro’  and  Swinton  Tramways  Co.  have  now  a  condenser. 
There  is  now  no  town  water  used  at  the  Slag  Tip  at  Salt  Lake. 
Parkgate  Steel  Works  and  John  Brown  and  Co.  are  using  less 
town  water. 


The  average  daily  consumption  per  head  of  the  population 
was  16  7-10  gallons,  against  17^  gallons  for  1908. 

A  sample  of  water  was  sent  on  June  18th,  1909,  to  Dr.  Kaye 
for  bacteriological  examination.  The  following  report  was 
received  f- 


“  Agar  plates  were  made  with  certain  quantities  of  this 
water,  and  incubated  at  37  deg. c.  for  48  hours;  they  gave  14 
organisms  per  c.c.  Gelatine  plates  incubated  at  28  deg.c.  for 
72  hours  gave  18  organisms  per  c.c.,  three  being  liquifiers. 
Quantities  of  10  c.c.  and  1-10  c.c.  were  tested  for  the  presence 
of  coli  like  organisms,  but  with  a  negative  result.  These 
results  would  point  to  the  water  received  being  free  from 
contamination.

One  sample  of  water  from  Parkgate  and  one  from  Parkgate 
Steel  Works  were  examined  for  lead,  and  were  found  to  be  quite 
free  from  any  trace  of  lead.  These  were  sent  on  account  of  a  case 
of  lead  poisoning  which  I  discovered  in  a  young  man  who  worked 
at  Parkgate  Steel  Works.

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“  These  two  waters  are  identical  in  composition.  They  are 
both  of  high  organic  purity,  shewing  no  trace  of  either  past  or 
present  sewage  contamination.  They  are  very  soft,  and  on  this 
account  are  excellent  for  domestic  purposes.  They  are  quite  free 
from  Lead  (we  have  not  tested  them  specially  for  their  action  on 
lead,  but  will  do  so  if  required).

One  other  sample  of  water  was  taken  and  analysed. 

The  sample  of  water  on  June  18th  was  taken,  in  consequence 
of  a  discussion  in  the  Water  Committee,  from  the  house  at  the 
Rotherham  Road  Great  Central  Station.  This  was  done  owing 
to  a  suspicion  that  Rawmarsh  was  being  supplied  with  water  from 
the  old  Pinch  Mill,  which  was  condemned  by  Dr.  Theodore 
Thompson,  Med.  Inspector  L.G.B.,  in  1892. 

One  sample  was  taken  on  July  15th  (No.  38),  from  disused 
colliery  workings,  and  pumped  up  by  engines.  This  water  is  not 
used  for  drinking  purposes,  but  it  was  thought  by  some  that  it 
might  be  utilised  for  the  high  level  district.

I  have  as  regularly  as  possible  attended  the  Sanitary  Com¬ 
mittee  or  Monthly  Council  Meetings,  and  read  reports  on  the 
birth-rate,  mortality,  and  general  health  of  the  district.  I  have 
sent  monthly  returns  of  the  diseases  prevalent  in  the  district  to 
the  Medical  Officer  of  the  County  Council. 

I  have  inspected  different  parts  of  the  district  at  various  times, 
in  the  company  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  Visits  have,  as  usual, 
been  made  to  premises  in  which  infectious  diseases  existed,  in¬ 
quiries  made  into  the  circumstances  associated  with  the  disease, 
and  verbal  instructions  given  with  a  view  to  prevent  its  spread. 
Printed  instructions  as  to  precautionary  measures,  legal  penalties, 
and  cleansing,  etc.,  were  also  sent  to  such  houses  on  receipt  of 
notification. 

In  the  case  of  Enteric  Fever,  the  ashpits  were  cleansed  and 
disinfected,  and  covered  pails  to  receive  excreta  were  sent  to  each 
house.  Action  was  taken  where  necessary  to  remove  insanitary 
conditions  associated  with  infectious  disease. 

At  the  termination  of  a  case  of  Phthisis,  the  house  is  dis¬ 
infected,  and  the  walls  stripped  and  lime-washed.  In  the  future 
the  spray  with  Izal  or  Cyllin  will  be  utilised  in  the  disinfection  of 
houses. 

Dwelling  Houses. — A  number  of  houses  of  rather  a  better 
class  than  usual  in  the  district  have  been  built  in  Rawmarsh.  The 
others  in  Rawmarsh  and  Parkgate  were  of  the  usual  cottage  class. 
Two  new  houses  were  built  in  Stocks  Lane,  Rawmarsh,  behind 
the  Congregational  School.  1  have  visited  these  on  several 
occasions,  and  have  had  to  take  exception  to  their  surroundings, 
as  well  as  to  their  structure.  On  one  side  of  them  are  several 
nuisances.  In  October  I  reported  as  follows  to  you  : — 

“  On  Wednesday,  October  25th,  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
and  I  visited  two  new  houses  in  the  course  of  construction  in 
Stocks  Lane,  behind  the  Congregational  School-room.  I 
presumed  that  the  houses  were  being  built  in  accordance  with 
the  Bye-laws,  but  this  I  have  reason  to  doubt.  The  Surveyor 
informs  me  that  they  are  not  built  on  concrete,  as  the  law 
requires,  and  I  could  see  no  sign  of  concrete  flooring.  On 
the  Dale  Road  side  of  the  houses  there  is  a  store  room  extend- 
from  the  front  to  the  back  of  the  house.  This  is  separated 
from  the  house  by  a  nine-inch  wall  as  far  as  the  floor  of  the 
bedroom.  The  bedroom  extends  over  this  store-room.  The 
gable  wall  of  the  store-room  (which  is  continuous  with  the 
wall  of  the  bedroom  above)  is  also  the  wall  of  a  piggery,  and 
the  bedroom  gable  is  simply  a  continuation  upwards  of  this 
wall.  In  the  piggery  wall  there  are  at  least  two  holes  which 
make  this  wall  at  these  places  only  4^  inches  thick.  In  the 
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immediate  neighbourhood  are  many  nuisances,  viz.,  pig 
middens,  butcher’s  midden,  piggeries,  open  ashpit,  hen  roost, 
privies  and  ashpit,  and  unpaved  yards.  There  is  also  a 
slaughter-house.  The  ventilators  of  the  store-room  and 
pantry  are  in  close  proximity  to  hen  roost,  open  ashpit,  privy 
and  ashpit,  etc. 

“  A  butcher’s  midden  (open,  and  containing  water,  pig’s 
manure  and  entrails)  is  immediately  adjacent  to  the  store¬ 
room  door,  and  8ft.  lOin.  from  the  door  of  the  house. 

“  Unless  these  defects  are  remedied,  it  seems  to  me  that 
the  only  course  open  to  me  will  be  to  declare  the  houses  unfit 
for  habitation  under  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes 
Act.

The  owners  of  the  houses  agreed  to  make  good  all  the  defects, 
but  so  far  as  I  can  see  nothing  has  been  done  in  the  matter  of  the 
gable  wall ;  and  besides  that,  I  find  that  the  damp  course  has  not 
been  carried  right  along  the  wall  of  this  piggery,  while  inside  the 
store-room  are  evidences  of  damp  corresponding  to  a  large  extent 
to  the  slope  of  the  piggery  roof.  In  the  inspection  chamber  in 
the  yard  I  find  that  one  of  the  drains  bringing  water  from  the  roofs 
of  the  houses  enters  rather  against  the  flow  of  the  other  pipes ;  also 
that  a  nine-inch  half  pipe  has  been  used  where  a  six-inch  half  pipe 
would  have  been  more  suitable. 

You  ought  to  take  every  possible  precaution  before  passing 
any  plans  to  see  that  the  plans  are  in  accordance  with  the  Bye¬ 
laws,  and  that  the  builders  understand  exactly  what  shall  be 
required  of  them.  It  is  most  important  to  have  a  good  class  of 
houses,  and  a  perfect  system  of  drainage  for  new  houses.  Most 
of  the  complaints  arise  from  very  badly  constructed  drains  of  olden 
days,  and  to  me  it  seems  almost  impossible  that  drains  entering 
inspection  chambers  at  right  angles  in  new  houses  should  be 
passed  ;  yet  it  is  so. 

I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  necessity  of  insisting  that 
all  drains  in  the  Parish  in  connection  with  new  buildings,  and  also 
all  repairs  on  old  drains,  should  be  left  open  for  inspection  by  the 
Council’s  officials,  and  that  all  persons  presenting  plans  should  be 
advised  of  this ;  also  that  your  officials  should  be  advised 
when  the  drains  are  ready  for  inspection ;  and  that  all  new 
buildings  should  be  built  on  a  layer  of  concrete  or  asphalt  at  least 
four  inches  thick  and  covering  the  whole  of  the  site.  Any 
domestic  building  built  otherwise  is  contrary  to  the  Bye-law 
(Section  10).  I  particularly  desire  to  draw  the  attention  of  the 
Council  to  this  Section,  as  well  as  to  Section  17,  which  says  that 
each  wall  of  a  new  dwelling-house  shall  have  a  proper  damp  course 
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beneath  the  level  of  the  lowest  timbers,  and  at  a  height  of  not  less 
than  six  inches  above  the  surface  of  the  ground  adjoining  such 
walls.  More  attention  ought  to  be  paid  to  the  materials  used  in 
the  construction  of  houses.  I  would  also  call  attention  to  the 
disgraceful  state  of  many  of  the  unadopted  streets — they  remind 
one  more  of  the  bed  of  a  mountain  torrent  than  anything  else.  The 
Council  ought  to  take  steps  to  take  over  any  street  whenever  it 
has  been  constructed  and  made  good  according  to  the  Bye-laws, 
and  to  give  a  guarantee  that  any  street  so  constructed  will  be 
adopted  forthwith. 

Before  building  operations  are  begun  in  a  new  street  the  street 
should  be  sewered  and  made. 

Eighteen  of  the  houses  previously  referred  to  as  having  been 
pulled  down  were  at  Dilk’s  Buildings,  and  were  pulled  down  by 
the  Parkgate  Iron  Company  to  make  convenience  for  a  spoil  tip 
for  cinders  ;  two  in  Hollybush  Street  were  voluntarily  closed  owing 
to  their  dilapidated  condition.  Two  were  pulled  down  in  High 
Street,  also  owing  to  their  dilapidated  condition,  by  the  owners, 
their  attention  having  been  called  to  them  by  the  Sanitary  Officials. 

Schools. —  Some  of  the  schools  have  been  visited  in  con¬ 
nection  with  Infectious  Disease.  In  my  opinion  a  more  frequent 
cleansing  and  disinfecting  of  the  schools  than  is  usually  done  is 
necessary,  especially  of  the  floors.  Care  should  be  taken  to  see 
that  the  water  closets  are  flushed  sufficiently  often  to  prevent  any 
smell.  The  ventilation,  too,  of  the  schools  is  not  sufficiently 
attended  to.  The  yard  of  the  Temporary  School  in  New  Street, 
Rawinarsh,  and  referred  to  in  last  year’s  report,  has  since  been 
asphalted  and  properly  drained. 

Cowsheds,  Dairies,  &c. — Along  with  Mr.  Whitehead,  I 
have  inspected  the  various  Cowsheds,  Dairies,  etc.,  in  the  district. 
I  would  remind  keepers  of  cows  that  practical  experiment  has 
proved  that  a  hot  atmosphere  is  not  necessary  for  cows ;  that  the 
yield  of  milk  is  equally  good  in  cool,  airy,  well-lighted  cowsheds, 
and  that  the  health  of  the  animals  is  much  better.  Special 
attention  ought  to  be  paid  by  milkers  to  personal  cleanliness,  a 
clean  smock  ought  to  be  worn  ;  the  teats  of  the  cows  should  be 
washed  and  dried  before  milking  operations  are  begun.  The  cows 
themselves  should  be  kept  in  a  clean,  well-groomed  condition.  I 
would  also  remind  the  cow-keepers  that  good  feeding,  fresh  air, 
and  light  will  improve  the  quality  of  the  milk. 

There  are  thirteen  purveyors  of  milk  and  thirteen  cow- 
keepers.  In  one  case  it  was  found  necessary  to  serve  a  notice  in 
regard  to  the  condition  of  the  floor  and  channel,  and  also  in  regard 
to  light  and  ventilation. 


Six  samples  of  milk  were  taken  during  the  year ;  one  of  these 
bottles  was  broken  in  transit.  Four  samples  were  reported  as 
genuine.  One  sample  was  reported  on  as  follows : —

“  From  these  results  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  sample  has 
been  deprived  of  a  portion  of  its  natural  fat,  by  skimming  or 
similar  treatment.  In  contained  93.3  per  cent,  of  the  minimum 
proportion  of  fat  (that  is  3  per  cent.)  natural  to  genuine  new  milk, 
and  required  by  the  Board  of  Agriculture. 

“  The  sample  was  analysed  before  any  change  had  taken  place 
in  the  constitution  of  the  article  that  might  interfere  with  the 
analysis.

These  analyses  have  been  sent  on  to  Dr.  Kaye,  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  vendor  of  this  latter  sample  was  cautioned  by  the  County 
Council  authorities. 

These  samples  are  taken  by  the  local  officers  acting  according 
to  instructions  from  the  County  Council,  by  whom  the  cost  of  the 
analyses  is  paid. 

Slaughter  Houses. — There  are  sixteen  Slaughter  Houses 
on  the  register,  all  of  which  are  in  use.  One  of  last  year’s 
slaughter-houses  has  been  converted  into  a  tripe  dressing  and 
boiling  place.  The  slaughter-houses  are  frequently  visited,  and 
found  in  fairly  good  condition,  and  little  interference  is  required. 
I  am  sorry  to  say  that  one  slaughter-house  has  been  built  within 
21  feet  of  a  dwelling-house  ;  on  this  I  gave  a  special  report  to  the 
Council  on  December  15th,  as  follows: — 

“  Report  on  New  Slaughter-house  off  Wheatcroft  Road. 

December  15th,  1909. 

“  To-day  Mr.  Whitehead  received  a  postcard  from  Mr.  Geo. 
Pugh,  requesting  him  to  inspect  a  new  slaughter-house  off  Wheat¬ 
croft  Road,  Sandhill,  with  a  view  to  having  the  building  licensed. 
Mr.  Whitehead  and  I  asked  Mr.  Bourne  for  some  oarticulars 
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relating  to  the  building,  but  the  latter  said  he  knew  nothing  about 
it;  ‘he  had  sent  building  notices  to  Mr.  Pugh,  but  had  heard 
nothing  more  of  it.’ 

“  Mr.  Whitehead  and  I  visited  the  premises  this  morning, 
and  found  a  brick  building  with  lean-to  roof  ;  inside  measurements 
12ft.  by  lift,  by  9ft.  4^in.,  mean  height;  altogether  1,232  cubic 
feet.  Air  inlet  by  window  and  door.  A  flue  built  in  the  wall  for 
set-pot.  No  outlet  for  air  or  steam. 

“  Walls  constructed  with  brick,  except  the  lower  part  of  the 
rear  wall,  which  is  composed  of  an  old  stone  wall,  rough,  and  not 
cemented.  Water  percolates  from  this  wall. 

“  Floor  concreted  with  fall  to  gulley  inside  the  slaughter¬ 
house. 

“  Drain  from  Gully,  4in.  pipes  to  manhole  in  the  yard,  and  dis¬ 
charging  at  right  angles  across  the  chamber  of  inspection. 
Chamber  badly  constructed  ;  made  in  cement,  and  not  properly 
channelled.  Three  w.c.  pipes  and  sink  pipe  of  one  house  open 
into  upper  part  of  said  chamber.  Drains  from  w.c.’s  defective. 
When  any  of  the  w.c’s  are  flushed,  water  percolates  to  the  chamber 
between  the  pipes.  Brickwork  not  pointed;  all  left  rough.  One 
of  those  w.c.’s  belonging  to  cottage  in  Evelyn  Street  is  choked. 
The  whole  of  the  drains  were  covered,  so  that  we  had  no  means  of 

inspecting  them  in  their  course. 

_  * 

“  The  building  is  within  21  feet  of  window  of  dwelling-house, 

which  is  not  according  to  the  Local  Government  Board’s  recom¬ 
mendations,  but  this  objection  ought  to  have  been  sustained  before 
the  building  was  begun. 

“  Yard.  The  yard  is  partially  asphalted,  and  in  the  neigh¬ 
bourhood  of  the  door  of  the  slaughter-house  drains  by  means  of 
small  holes  in  the  wall  on  to  a  neighbouring  property. 

“  Alterations.  The  gully  which  is  inside  the  slaughter-house 
ought  to  be  outside ;  the  channel  as  it  passes  through  the  wall 
being  properly  finished  and  rounded. 

“  Air  outlet  should  be  constructed  near  the  roof  of  the  south 
gable,  and  be  about  12in.  by  9in. 

“  Inspection  chamber  properly  finished,  and  pipes  to  enter  at 
a  proper  angle  and  elevation. 

“  Drains  to  be  made  watertight. 

“  Yard  must  be  asphalted  throughout  and  properly  drained 
by  a  gully,  instead  of  by  the  said  holes  through  the  wall. 

“  The  w.c.  which  is  choked  must  be  put  in  working  order. 
The  junction  from  present  gully  inside  slaughter-house  should  be 
taken  out  altogether.

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The  Factory  and  Workshops  Act,  1901. — The  workshops 
under  this  Act  comprise  four  milliners,  one  knitter,  fourteen  dress¬ 
makers,  five  joiners,  one  upholsterer,  one  file  cutter,  one  bake¬ 
house,  one  printer,  four  pork  butchers,  six  boot  repairers,  one 
tailor,  three  mineral  water  manufacturers,  one  drysalter,  one 
hosier.  The  total  of  workshops  is  45.  There  are  three  out¬ 
workers  making  clothing'.  All  have  been  visited  during  the  year, 
found  in  fairly  good  condition  except  as  to  ventilation,  which  is 
often  somewhat  deficient.  Most  of  the  above  dressmakers  carry 
on  their  work  in  their  own  homes,  and,  therefore,  virtually  come 
under  the  heading  of  Domestic  Workshops. 

Isolation  Hospital.— Fifty-nine  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  (23 
males  and  36  females)  were  admitted  to  your  old  Hospital  in  the 
Rectory  Field.  None  of  these  cases  proved  fatal,  although  one 
or  two  were  pretty  severe  cases. 

The  new  Hospital  of  twenty-two  beds,  and  providing  accom¬ 
modation  for  Diphtheria  and  Enteric  Fever  as  well  as  Scarlet 
Fever,  is  approaching  completion. 

I  would  strongly  advise  you  to  retain  the  old  Hospital  Build¬ 
ings  in  the  Rectory  Field  in  case  of  an  outbreak  of  Small-pox. 
The  cost  would  be  little,  and  the  advantages  very  great  in  the 
event  of  any  such  outbreak. 

I  am  glad  to  see  that  the  road  leading  to  the  old  Hospital  has 
been  repaired. 

Night  Soil,  &c.,  Removal. — This  work  continues  to  be  done 
by  your  own  men,  under  the  superintendence  of  a  foreman,  and 
incomparably  better  than  when  in  the  hands  of  a  contractor.  Few 
complaints  reach  me,  except  in  regard  to  the  nuisance  necessarily 
created  by  the  privy  midden  system.  Refuse  from  shops,  snow, 
etc.,  are  removed  by  your  own  men.  Sixpence  a  week  is  charged 
for  removal  of  fish  refuse  and  butchers’  manure.  These  latter  are 
removed  three  times  a  week  in  the  summer  months. 

Smoke  Nuisance. — The  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report  gives 
details  of  smoke  observation  made  during  the  year.  There  is  a 
considerable  diminution  in  the  amount  of  smoke  in  the  neighbour¬ 
hood,  especially  at  the  Parkgate  Iron  and  Steel  Works.  I  must 
refer  you  to  last  year’s  reports  of  the  condition  of  Parkgate  Iron 
and  Steel  Works  with  reference  to  a  law  suit  brought  against  the 
Company.  Along  with  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  I  visited  these 
works,  and  have  to  report  that  there  have  been  no  noxious  vapours 
escaping  from  the  monkey  for  a  considerable  time.  The  gas  from 
these  furnaces  is  now  practically  all  utilised  for  heating  boilers, 
stoves,  etc.  In  addition  to  six  hot  air  stoves,  there  are  three 
producer  boilers,  three  Cahal  tubular  boilers,  three  Babcock 
boilers,  with  a  fourth  Babcock  boiler  in  course  of  construction. 
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These  have  all  been  erected  during  1909.  Of  course,  a  certain 
amount  of  noxious  gas  escapes  from  the  furnace  when  the  bell  is- 
lifted  to  admit  the  ore,  etc.  This  is  quite  unavoidable.  Only  one 
chimney  emitted  black  smoke  continuously ;  exemption  is  claimed 
because  this  chimney  is  in  connection  with  metallurgical  furnaces 
for  heating  steel.  Further  improvements  are  intended,  so  that  in 
the  future  we  may  see  little  or  no  black  smoke  coming  from  these 
very  extensive  works. 

Streets. — There  have  been  improvements  made  in  the  width 
of  parts  of  streets,  viz.,  High  Street,  Lane  Head,  and  Haugh 
Road. 

No  new  streets  have  been  adopted,  and  many  of  the  un¬ 
adopted  streets  are  in  a  disgraceful  condition,  as  I  have  previously 
pointed  out. 

Sewers. — No  addition  has  been  made  to  the  Sewers  during 
the  year.  No  cellars  ought  to  be  built  in  houses  in  places  where 
the  drains  and  sewers  are  not  deep  enought  to  carry  off  the  sub¬ 
soil  water,  as  in  Naylor  Street  and  bottom  of  Pottery  Street. 

In  last  year’s  report  a  letter  was  published  from  the  Raw- 
marsh  and  Parkgate  Tradesmen’s  Association,  drawing  attention 
to  the  unsatisfactory  condition  of  the  drainage  system  in  the  South 
Ward.  In  that  report,  references  were  given  as  to  the  unsatis¬ 
factory  state  of  the  main  sewer  and  the  necessity  of  having  further 
means  of  dealing  with  storm  water.  The  existing  sewer  is  in¬ 
capable  of  dealing  with  the  storm  water  in  case  of  heavy  rains. 
In  1904,  five  Cousin’s  intercepting  storm  traps  were  put  in  cellars 
in  Broad  Street.  These  traps  effectually  prevented  the  flooding' 
of  these  cellars.  Since  then  eleven  other  Cousin’s  traps  have  been 
put  in  ;  whilst  in  other  cases  the  drains  have  been  taken  out  of  the 
cellars  altogether.  Flooding  takes  place  in  Stanley  Street,  Chapel 
Street,  etc.,  and  thus  prevents  the  conversion  of  privies  into  w.c.’s 
in  these  streets,  nor  is  it  possible  to  put  good  gullies  for  surface 
drainage  at  the  top  of  these  streets.  It  appears  also  that  the 
existing  sewer  in  Rotherham  is  undulating  in  its  levels,  from  the 
varying  depth  of  flow  in  different  parts ;  and  also  that  the  man¬ 
holes  are  not  properly  constructed. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  reported  as  follows  in  April,  1909: — 

“  I  also  visited  specially,  April  22nd,  the  sewers  in  South 
Ward  from  Four  Lane  Ends  to  Rotherham  Road  district, 
accompanied  by  Councillors  Bennett  and  Pritchard.  The 
flow  of  water  in  said  sewers  was  only  nominal,  not  exceeding 
four  inches  of  water  except  in  the  undulated  part  of  the  sewer 
from  Parkgate  Works  to  Stanley  Street.  There  was  a  certain 
amount  of  road  grit  in  Chapel  Street  and  Stanley  Street  sewer 
caused  by  the  surface  water  getting  in  said  sewer  by  the 
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grates,  Rotherham  Road.  If  storm  surface  water  is  taken 
out  of  said  sewer,  the  said  18-inch  sewers  with  attention  would 
serve  ordinarily  for  years,  especially  if  half  pipes  were  put  in 
the  square  bottom  of  some  of  the  manholes.  The  screen 
chamber  at  Little  Bridge  should  be  under  inspection  every 
day,  as  impediment  there  at  the  screening  grate  causes  the 
choking  of  the  sewer  in  Rotherham  Road.” 

As  a  result  of  these  complaints  and  reports,  you  put  the  matter 
into  the  hands  of  Mr.  Platts,  Engineer,  who  submitted  a  report,  as 
follows  : —

The  Main  Sewer  is  18in.  earthenware  pipes,  and  has  ample 
fall  from  Holly  Bush  to  Taylor’s  Lane,  as  the  contour  of  the  road 
explains  this,  so  that  I  thought  it  unnecessary  to  take  the  levels 
of  this  portion  of  the  Main.  From  Taylor’s  Lane  to  Little  Bridge 
Screening  Chamber  I  have  carefully  taken  the  levels,  and  give 
them  as  follows  : —

The  largest  obstruction  to  the  flow  is  in  the  manholes  near  the 
Midland  Railway  Bridge.  This  is  caused  by  either  subsidence  or 
interference  when  widening  the  bridge  or  laying  the  tram  lines, 
as  if  this  length  up  to  Turner  Street  had  been  a  true  inclination 
from  one  M.H.  to  the  other.  There  is  sufficient  fall  to  keep  this 
length  clear.  The  best  possible  way  to  remedy  this  is  to  lay  a  new 
line  from  M.H.  4,  near  Midland  Railway  Bridge,  to  M.H.  3, 
Turner  Street,  or,  if  possible,  find  out  the  obstruction  and  remedy 
the  same.

Stanley  Street. — If  the  yards  of  these  houses  were  asphalted 
it  would  lessen  the  silt,  storm  water  to  remain  as  at  present,  i.e. , 
if  removed  from  the  high  level  sewers.  There  is  no  doubt  the 
blocking  of  these  side  street  sewers  during  heavy  storms  leaves 
silt  in  the  same. 

Chape!  Street. — The  gradient  of  the  sewer  is  bad  from  M.H. 
1  to  2  and  3,  which  is  1  in  488  and  1  in  708,  with  a  fall  of  3§  inches 
in  190  feet.  A  better  fall  may  be  had  to  make  the  sewer  one 
gradient  from  M.H.  3  to  the  Main,  and  this  would  only  give  a  fall 
of  1  in  190.  If  this  was  done  and  regylar  flushing,  this  portion 
would  be  greatly  improved.  It  is  impossible  to  obtain  more  fall 
than  1  in  190  owing  to  the  formation  of  the  street,  and  to  obtain 
fall  from  the  house  drains.  The  paving  of  yards  also  applies  to 
this  property. 

The  Storm  Water  in  these  two  streets  should  remain  as  at 
present,  which  helps  to  cleanse  the  main  and  branch  drains. 

Midland  Street. — This  sewer  is  all  right,  with  a  nice  gradient 
of  1  in  76. 

Turner  Street. — This  sewer  has  a  fall  of  1ft.  9in.,  or  1  in  162 
Should  be  well  flushed,  and  storm  water  left  as  at  present. 

Thomas  Street. — This  sewer  has  a  fall  of  1ft.  9in.,  or  1  in 
175.  Should  be  well  flushed,  with  storm  water  left  as  at  present. 

The  present  low  level  18in.  main,  if  placed  right  as  I  have 
named,  is  quite  large  enough  to  carry  sewage  for  a  population  of 
30,000,  with  a  certain  quantity  of  storm  water  mixed,  but  under 
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present  conditions,  for  all  the  storm  water  from  the  streets  and 
front  roofs,  passages,  and  portion  of  yards  from  the  higher  level 
discharging  into  the  sewers,  it  is  impossible  for  this  main  with  its 
gradients  to  carry  what  it  receives  without  causing  impediments 
to  the  drains  on  the  lower  levels,  and  this  is  the  mischief,  as  the 
sewers  from  Rawmarsh  Hill,  Holly  Bush,  Victoria  Road,  Albert 
Road,  portion  of  Aldwarke  Lane,  Hall  Street,  Lloyd  Street,  Bear 
Tree  and  Ashwood  Roads,  Holm  Flat  Street,  all  discharge  their 
storm  water  into  the  main.  They  meet  at  Taylor’s  Lane,  and 
then  commences  the  blockage.  The  rate  of  discharge  from  the 
steep  gradient  streets  is  at  least  twice  as  fast  as  the  flow  in  the 
low  level  main.  There  is  in  Broad  Street  from  the  bottom  of 
Holly  Bush  to  Taylor’s  Lane  a  15in.  storm  water  main,  which 
carries  the  storm  water  from  Broad  Street,  Netherfield  Lane, 
Goosebutt  Street,  and  School  Street,  but  during  severe  storms  this 
main  is  taxed  owing  to  a  leaping  ware  formed  in  the  sewer  man¬ 
hole,  bottom  of  Rawmarsh  Hill,  for  the  purpose  of  relieving  the 
sewer  main  during  heavy  storms,  or  the  consequences  would  have 
been  more  serious.  The  remedy  is,  therefore,  to  collect  the  storm 
wmter  into  separate  drains,  and  discharge  into  present  water 
courses  or  culverts  to  same.  This  system  will  not  only  relieve  the 
low  level  sewer  mains,  but  effect  a  great  saving  in  pumping  and 
treatment  at  the  sewage  outfall  works,  and  leave  more  capacity 
for  the  treatment  of  the  sewage. 

SUGGESTIONS  FOR  STORM  WATER  CARRIERS  AND 

DISCHARGES. 

Rawmarsh  Hill  and  Broad  Street. — A  9in.  main  from  gullev 
near  Mr.  Walker’s  house  to  Netherfield  Lane,  a  12in.  main  from 
same  to  bottom  of  Rawmarsh  Hill,  an  18in.  Main  from  the  point 
down  the  east  side  of  Broad  Street  to  and  discharge  into  present 
culvert  near  the  raihvay  crossing  at  the  Ironworks.  This  18in. 
main  to  take  the  storm  water  from  Rawmarsh  Hill  and  the  different 
streets  on  the  east  side  of  Broad  Street. 

Holly  Bush  . — A  12in.  main  from  Bradbury  Street  to  junction 
with  Albert  Road. 

Albert  Road. — A  12in.  main  from  Holly  Bush  to  junction  with 
Victoria  Road,  with  9in.  for  remainder. 

Victoria  Road. — A  9in.  main  from  Albert  Road  to  New  Street. 

Aldwarke  Road. — A  short  length  of  9in.  main. 

Hall  Street. — A  9in.  main  to  the  top  gulley. 

Lloyd  Street. — A  9in.  main  to  junction  with  Cross  Street. 

Greasbro’  Road.— -An  18in.  storm  water  carrier  to  discharge 
into  boundary  brook,  this  to  take  Westfield  Terrace  Road,  Bear 
Tree  and  Ashwood  Roads,  Bear  Tree  Street,  Holm  Flat  Street, 
and  Greasbro’  Road. 
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Bear  Tree  Road.- — A  9in.  main  from  Westfield  Terrace  Road 
to  junction  with  Bear  Tree  Street,  and  12in.  continuation  to 
Greasbro’  Road.

Manholes  to  be  provided  in  the  above  Mains  where  shewn  on 
Plan  No.  1.  All  the  present  street  gullies  to  be  connected  to  the 
new  drains  as  shewn  on  this  Plan. 

All  Storm  Water  from  the  front  roofs  abutting  on  the  streets 
named  should  be  discharged  into  the  street  channels  ;  also  as  much 
passage  and  back  water  as  possible,  as  I  have  found  on  making 
inspections  of  the  different  streets  a  many  front  fall  pipes  that  are 
not  disconnected  from  the  sewers,  and  give  the  number  in  each 
street  which  are  connected  and  disconnected.

In  consequence  of  this  report  by  Mr.  Platts,  you  have  applied 
for  a  loan  of  £2000  for  improvements  in  the  present  sewer,  and 
for  construction  of  special  sewers  to  carry  away  the  bulk  of  the 
storm  water,  also  for  alteration  of  the  sewer  in  Greenfield  Lane, 
which  is  not  sufficiently  deep  to  drain  new  buildings  proposed  to 


be  built  in  a  new  street  running  parallel  to  Pottery  Street.  Plans 
have  been  presented  for  the  new  street,  but  no  houses  have  yet 
been  built;  the  sewer  is  laid,  but  for  this  there  is  at  present  no 
■outlet.  The  Local  Government  Board  have  directed  an  inquiry  to 
be  made  into  the  matter. 

Canal  Boats  Act,  1877  and  1844. — My  attention  was  called 
to  the  following  report,  drawn  up  by  your  Clerk,  regarding  the 
state  of  the  canal,  etc.  : — 

INSPECTOR’S  REPORT. 

“  1. — The  name  and  address  of  the  Inspector  is  James 
William  Bellamy,  Council  Offices,  Rawmarsh. 

“  Salary.  There  is  no  separate  salary  attached  to  this 
office,  the  duties  of  the  Inspector  are  merged  in  those  of  the 
Clerk. 

“  2. — The  number  of  journeys  made  during  the  year  is 
14,  and  the  number  of  boats  actually  inspected  is  8. 

“  The  produce  from  the  collieries  in  this  district  is  chiefly 
steam  coal,  and  since  the  strike  the  output  has  been  very  much 
reduced,  consequently  very  few  boats  now  come  up.  Most 
of  the  coal  is  sent  by  rail. 

“  3. — (a)  Iffie  certificates  of  the  above  examined  boats 
were  produced,  (e)  No  case  of  overcrowding  was  detected. 
■(f)  The  separation  of  the  sexes  was  duly  provided  for.  (g) 
The  boats  as  a  rule  are  kept  \Tery  clean,  and  always  washed 
down  after  taking  in  a  cargo  of  coal.  (h)  Plenty  of  fresh 
water  is  always  available.  (k)  Bilge  water  removed  when 
necessary.  (1)  No  infectious  cases,  (m)  No  obstruction,  but 
many  complaints  of  the  foul  state  of  the  canal  and  navigated 
part  of  the  River  Don.  At  times  there  may  be  seen  floating 
pieces  of  putrid  sewage,  and  the  stink  is  often  so  bad  as  to 
cause  some  of  the  boatmen  to  fall  sick.

This  is  the  first  report  of  the  kind  that  I  have  seen,  and  the 
first  occasion  on  which  any  complaints  have  been  reported  to  me. 

I  am  certain  that  the  foul  state  of  the  canal  and  river  is  largely 
due  to  contamination  before  they  reach  your  district,  although 
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you  cannot  be  acquitted  of  blame  in  this  matter.  The  Wash  at 
Aldwarke  in  summer  time  does  give  off  a  most  objectionable  odour, 
and  also  to  a  less  extent  in  winter.  A  very  strong  odour  is  also 
given  off  by  that  part  of  the  canal  between  the  wooden  bridge  over 
the  railway  and  the  first  lock  at  Taylor’s  house.  The  odour  at 
Kilnhurst  is  also  very  objectionable. 

Sewage  Works. — Improvements  have  been  carried  out  in 
your  Sewage  Works,  as  is  indicated  in  the  Surveyor’s  Report, 
but  they  are  not  yet  in  as  satisfactory  a  condition  as  one  could 
wish  as  regards  sludge  beds  and  number  of  sprinklers. 

In  last  year’s  Report  reference  was  made  to  a  large  collection 
of  foul  water  in  the  neighbourhood  of  your  works,  and  of  the 
Sheffield  Sludge  Tip.  This  water  is  increasing  in  amount  owing 
owing  to  subsidence  of  the  land.  I  think  you  might  take  some 
steps  to  deal  with  this,  and  that  you  might  very  well  approach  the 
Colliery  Company  with  that  intention,  and  possibly  also  the 
Midland  Railway  Company. 

You  have  adopted  the  Public  Health  Act  (Amendment  Act), 
1907.  I  would  draw  your  attention  to  Section  14  of  this  Act,  and 
also  to  Section  53.  The  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Bill  throws 
serious  responsibilities  on  your  officials,  as  well  as  on  you  your¬ 
selves,  and  I  hope  you  will  seriously  consider  the  full  extent  of  the 
provisions  of  the  Act. 

Food  Inspection. — The  carcases  of  two  pigs  weighing 
3641bs.,  and  pieces  of  beef  weighing  451bs.,  were  destroyed  during' 
the  year.  These  were  submitted  for  inspection,  and  found  unfit 
for  human  consumption.  One  fat  pig  affected  with  miliary 
tuberculosis  was  condemned,  and  destroyed,  on  a  magistrate’s 
order;  also  2500  eggs  were  destroyed. 


R  E  C  O  M  M  E  N  D  A  T I O  N  S . 


1st. — The  erection  of  a  Destructor  or  other  efficient  provision 
for  the  disposal  of  night  soil  and  rubbish.  I  must  direct  your 
attention  to  the  report  of  your  late  Medical  Officer  in  1908  on  this 
matter. 

2nd. —  I  he  provision  of  Water  Closets  to  all  new  dwelling- 
houses  and  the  conversion  of  privies  into  w.c.’s.  You  have  now 
more  freedom  in  dealing  with  the  conversion  of  privies,  as  you 
haye  powers  to  pay  half  the  costs. 

This  year  no  new  privies  were  erected,  though  as  late  as  last 
year  four  new  privies  were  erected  in  Rawmarsh. 

I  he  53  new  houses  were  supplied  with  52  w.c.’s  and  53  boxes. 
There  were  2,055  houses  in  Parkgate  with  657  privies,  325 
middens,  864  w.c.’s,  232  dry  ashpits,  and  302  boxes  ;  in  Rawmarsh 
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1413  houses,  777  privies,  397  middens,  354  w.c.’s,  115  dry  ash¬ 
pits,  and  149  boxes.  In  Parkgate  19  privies  were  converted  into 
19  w.c.’s,  and  in  Rawmarsh  28  privies  to  27  w.c.’s.  I  am  glad  to 
see  that  there  are  now  451  boxes,  by  far  the  best  method  of  storing 
ashes,  etc.  These  are,  I  believe,  emptied  weekly. 

3rd. — The  paving  of  old  dirty  insanitary  yards  in  accordance 
with  Bye-law  7  of  your  Bye-laws.  The  whole  yard  should  be 
paved,  and  not  merely  the  ten  feet. 

This  work  progresses  too  slowly.  A  clean  backyard  without 
a  privy  and  midden,  etc.,  is  one  of  the  elementary  demands  of 
good  sanitation.  Many  of  these  old  yards  are  saturated  and 
greasy  with  vegetable  and  organic  filth  of  many  years.  Very 
large  common  yards  should  at  least  be  periodically  covered  with 
gravel,  etc.,  and  properly  drained. 

4th. — The  adoption  of  the  Notification  of  Births  Act. 

I  think  the  adoption  of  this  Act  is  absolutely  necessary  as  a 
first  step  in  any  well-directed  effort  to  tackle  the  high  infant 
mortality  of  your  district.  As  I  wrote  in  my  last  year’s  report, 
the  object  of  the  Act  is  to  bring  Sanitary  Authorities  quickly  into 
touch  with  the  parents  of  newly-born  children,  so  that  educative 
influences  may  be  brought  to  bear  on  them,  with  a  view  to  giving 
many  infants  a  much  better  chance  of  life.  The  importance  of 
this  early  information  will  be  at  once  appreciated  when  I  state 
that,  of  a  total  of  123  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  during  1908, 
59  died  under  three  months  old,  and  38  of  these  were  under  one 
month.  Undoubtedly  many  infantile  deaths  are  due  to  the 
ignorance,  carelessness,  and  dirty  habits  of  the  parents,  and  the 
adoption  of  the  Act  securing  early  notification  of  birth  will  be  of 
no  use  unless  you  are  prepared  to  follow  this  up  by  some  action. 
The  issuing  of  printed  instructions  to  the  parents,  and,  better  still, 
the  visitation  and  general  supervision,  in  some  instances,  by  an 
educated  visitor,  and  preferably  a  female  visitor,  are  the  first  steps 
that  suggest  themselves. 

5th. — The  adoption  of  improved  Bye-laws  under  the  44th 
Section  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  which  deals  with  the  keep¬ 
ing  of  animals  on  any  premises  so  as  to  be  a  nuisance  or  injurious 
to  health. 

Your  late  Medical  Officer,  in  last  year’s  Report,  says:  “  Your 
present  old  regulations  in  connection  with  the  keeping  of  animals 
allow  the  multiplication  of  conditions,  some  of  which  are  con¬ 
tinuously  dangerous  to  health,  and  others  recurrently  so.  They 
also  place  a  most  unpleasant  responsibility  on  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  and  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  create  much  ill-feel¬ 
ing  and  difficulty  in  endeavours  to  remedy  nuisances.  With 
model  Bye-laws  under  this  Section  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875, 
many  unhealthy  conditions  would  be  prevented,  and  nuisances 
would  be  much  more  easilv  dealt  with.” 
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This  is  specially  applicable  in  connection  with  the  keeping  of 
pigs,  which  should  only  be  allowed  within  a  specified  distance  of 
a  dwelling-house.  It  is  objected  that  a  distance  of  60  to  100  feet 
would  be  a  hardship  on  many  working  men,  as  it  would  effectually 
prevent  them  from  keeping  pigs,  and  that  you  have  already  power 
to  deal  with  piggeries  that  are  a  nuisance.  I  reply  that  to  make 
conditions  which  prevent  nuisances  is  much  to  be  preferred  to 
allowing  conditions  which  create  nuisances.  When  you  have 
remedied  many  of  them,  they  soon  recur  by  the  resumption  of  pig- 
keeping  ;  in  fact,  through  this  cause  it  is  almost  impossible  at 
present  to  prevent  these  nuisances.  Even  apart  from  the  health 
aspect  of  the  question,  I  think  the  few  should  be  compelled  to  put 
up  with  the  hardship — if  it  be  one — of  not  keeping  pigs,  rather 
than  the  many  with  the  hardship  of  enduring  the  annoyance  from 
them. 

In  October  of  this  year  I  reported  as  follows  — - 

“  On  October  6th,  along  with  Mr.  Whitehead,  and  in  response 
to  complaints  from  householders,  1  visited  a  piggery  in  Wannop 
Street.  There  wrere  twelve  pigs  in  one  pen,  and  six  in  another, 
but  all  under  one  roof  ;  outside,  in  another  stye,  were  twelve  pigs. 
The  ventilation  of  the  house  was  unsatisfactory,  consisting  mainly 
of  a  gap  in  the  wall  near  the  roof  and  parallel  to  the  flooring. 
There  were  faeces  on  the  floor,  and  on  the  outside  the  flooring  was 
unsatisfactory.  The  odour  from  the  place  was  decidedly  objec¬ 
tionable.  The  house  drained  into  a  chamber  leading  into  Fitz- 
william  Street,  and  frequent  complaints  have  been  made  of  this 
drain  being  fouled  by  solid  matter  from  the  piggery.  There  is 
also  a  tripe  boiling  apparatus ;  there,  too,  the  flooring  was  un¬ 
satisfactory.  The  inhabitants  round  about  were  very  bitter  in  their 
complaints,  and  I  had  no  hesitation  in  declaring  the  keeping  of  so 
many  pigs  to  be  a  nuisance  and  injurious  to  health.  I  gave  a 
notice  td  Mr.  Whitehead  to  that  effect,  to  be  acted  on  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Council. 

“  The  Council,  at  a  meeting  held  a  fortnight  afterwards, 
appointed  a  deputation  to  visit  the  premises.  Mr.  Whitehead  and 
I  accompanied  this  deputation,  nineteen  days  after  our  first  visit, 
and,  although  the  walls  were  whitewashed,  etc.,  I  still  consider 
that  the  keeping  of  pigs  there  is  a  nuisance. 

“  I  consider  it  a  distinct  hardship  for  people  to  be  compelled 
to  put  up  with  a  nuisance  so  long  after  it  has  received  our  official 
condemnation,  and  wash  to  remind  the  Council  that  private  indi¬ 
viduals  have  a  remedy  at  law  if  the  Council  refuses  to  take  action 
in  such  cases.  The  members  of  the  deputation  visited  the  various 
houses  from  which  complaints  were  received,  and  must  have  been 
convinced  that  a  very  considerable  nuisance  had  existed  most  of 
the  summer.  The  model  Bye-laws  recommend  all  piggeries  to  be

100  feet  away  from  any  dwelling-house,  and  insist  on  at  the  least 
60  feet,  and  I  again  strongly  recommend  the  Council  to  adopt  this 
Bye-law.  Considerable  friction  and  ill-feeling  is  generated  at 
present  whenever  a  complaint  arises. 

6th. — The  provision  of  means  for  dealing  with  the  Sewage  of 
the  outlying  parts  of  the  Parish,  the  Upper  Haugh,  Stubbin,  and 
parts  of  Sandhill  district,  etc. 

It  is  absolutely  necessary  that  you  should  give  this  matter 
your  serious  attention  at  an  early  date.  At  present  the  sewage  of 
the  parts  mentioned  finds  its  way  into  an  old  water  course,  and 
thence  to  the  river. 

Iff©: 

7th.- — There  are  a  number  of  rain  pipes  which  are  not  discon¬ 
nected  from  the  drains,  and  which  act  as  'Ventilators.  These 
should  be  all  disconnected  and  made  to  open  over  channels  leading 
to  a  properly  trapped  gulley. 

I  must  acknowledge  my  great  indebtedness  to  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  for  the  very  able  assistance  he  has  given  me  during  the 
year. 

Accompanying  this  Report  are  Tables  I.,  II.,  III.,  IV.,  and 
V.  supplied  by  the  Local  Government  Board  ;  a  Table  from  the 
H  ome  Office  in  connection  with  the  Factory  and  Workshops  Act, 
1901;  Table  C.  supplied  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  County 
Council;  and  the  Annual  Reports  oi  the  Sanitar)'  Inspector  and 
the  Surveyor.

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DRAINAGE. 

Defective  Drains  have  been  found  and  remedied  at  Lloyd 
Street,  Terrace  Road,  Rotherham  Road,  Dale  Street,  Stanley 
Street,  Maurice  Street,  Park  Street,  Kilnhurst  Road,  Rawmarsh 
Hill,  Peashill  Lane,  Green  Lane,  Ashwood  Road,  Colliers’ 
Square,  High  Streei,  and  Sandhill.  Most  of  them  were  caused  by 
bad  and  improper  connections.  Four  houses,  Kilnhurst  Road,  al¬ 
though  occupied  for  years,  had  never  been  properly  connected  to 
sewer.  Sandhill  Farm  cesspools  have  now  been  done  away  with, 
and  drainage  carried  to  sewer  in  Clay  Pit  Lane. 

Cellars  in  Clay  Pit  Lane  were  flooded  in  heavy  storm  in  July. 
Since  then  several  street  grates  have  been  laid  down,  and  surface 
water  has  been  taken  out  of  sewer  and  put  in  watercourse  dis¬ 
charging  in  river. 

The  sewers  in  the  South  Ward  have  not  been  so  choked  this 
year,  and  fewer  complaints  have  been  received  since  the  Little 
Bridge  Inspection  Chamber  has  received  better  attention,  which 
has  fully  confirmed  my  observations  in  1908  Report,  and  when  the 
storm  sewers  contemplated  and  passed  by  the  Council  are  com¬ 
pleted,  ordinary  rainfall  will  not  be  the  cause  of  flooding  in  that 
ward.  Cousins’  Traps,  where  inserted,  have  quite  fulfilled  their 
purpose.

Three  houses  have  also  been  fumigated  after  deaths  from 
Phthisis.  The  eleven  houses  where  Phthisis  has  been  reported  by 
Poor  Law  Medical  Officers  of  Health  under  the  Public  Health 
Tuberculosis  Regulation,  1908,  have  been  visited.  Pocket  spit¬ 
toons,  bills  of  instructions  drawn  up  by  the  late  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  (DrPicken),  and  disinfectants  given  and  renewed  on  appli¬ 
cation  at  the  Office. 

Three  schools  which  contributed  the  larger  number  of  notified 
infectious  cases  have  been  sprayed  with  Izal  on  the  recommenda¬ 
tion  of  Dr.  Menzies,  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

VISITATION. 

I  have  visited  the  yards  and  premises  of  10,067  houses  during 
the  year,  including  Slaughter-houses,  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and 
Workshops.  Eleven  yards  have  been  asphalted  or  paved.  I 
have  also  visited  Bakehouse  and  Tripe  Preparing  Shops.  Com¬ 
plaints  of  Piggeries  have  also  been  made,  and  persons  have  ceased 
keeping  pigs  for  a  time  after  notice  and  visitation.  A  Bye-law  is 
necessary  prohibiting  the  keeping  of  pigs  within  60  feet  of  dwelling 
in  an  urban  district  like  this. 


FOOD  I N  S  P  E  C  T I O  N  S . 

During  the  year  two  Pigs  have  been  destroyed,  weighing 
3641bs.,  and  nine  pieces  of  Beef,  weighing  451bs.,  which  were 
submitted  for  inspection,  and  which  was  unfit  for  food.  One  fat 
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pig  was  full  of  Milliary  Tuberculosis,  condemned  by  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  and  destroyed  on  magistrate’s  order;  also  2,500 
Eggs  which  were  rotten. 

Six  samples  of  New  Milk  were  taken  for  analysis.  One  bottle 
was  broken  in  transit  to  analyst.  Four  samples  were  pronounced 
genuine  new  milk,  whilst  one  sample  was  certified  to  have  been 
deprived  of  a  portion  of  its  fat.  x4  caution  was  sent  to  the  pur¬ 
veyor  of  the  defective  sample  by  the  County  Council  Authorities 
at  Wakefield,  under  whose  Regulations  said  sample  was  taken. 

Four  samples  of  Water  have  been  submitted  for  analysis,  and 
which  results  are  dealt  with  in  Dr.  Menzies’  Medical  Officer  of 
Health’s  Report. 

SMOKE  OBSERVATIONS. 

I  have  only  taken  one  record  observation  of  one  chimney 
during  the  year,  which  showed  6-|  minutes’  moderate  smoke,  and 
53^  minutes’  none,  or  very  slight,  which  is  a  great  improvement 
on  previous  records  of  said  chimney. 

The  Parkgate  Iron  and  Steel  Co.’s  chimneys  have  been  under 
observation,  and  only  one  chimney  has  emitted  black  smoke  con¬ 
tinuously,  which  chimney  is  claimed  exemption,  having  eight 
metallurgical  furnaces,  heating  steel  with  only  one  firing  boiler. 
The  notorious  monkeys  have  ceased  altogether  to  emit  the  fumes 
complained  of  last  year,  which  gas  fumes  are  now  passed  through 
and  heating  six  stoves  for  hot  air  for  blast  furnaces.  Three 
Babcock  boilers,  with  a  fourth  in  course  of  erection.  Three 
Catrall  Tffiberar  upright  boilers,  all  erected  in  1909.  The  18  boilers 
formerly  fed  by  hand  or  mechanical  stokers  have  been  re-con¬ 
structed  to  consume  the  gases  from  blast  furnaces,  and  create  the 
motive  power  for  electrical  and  manufacturing  purposes  of  the 
Company.  Furnaces  formerly  fired  by  hand  are  now  heated  by 
gas,  which  has  most  materially  reduced  the  smoke  previously 
experienced  by  puddling  and  mill  furnaces,  and  further  improve¬ 
ments  are  yet  contemplated  and  intended  by  said  Company. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT. 

I  have  visited  the  Bakery  and  Domestic  Workshops  of  the 
district.  Complaint  was  made  of  the  fumes  from  the  manufac¬ 
ture  of  a  metal  polish,  which  has  been  minimised  as  far  as 
possible.

We  have  only  tips  at  Sewage  Works  and  Rotherham  Road 
for  clean  refuse.  All  other  refuse,  no  matter  what  it  is,  has  to  be 
carted  to  Rectory  Fields  Land  Tip.  The  Sewage  Works  Tip  will 
not  last  much  more  than  the  present  year.  The  Council  will  need 
to  consider  refuse  disposal  in  their  district  seriously.
